AFRAID OF THE WORK OF THE FROST. 


In a Minnesota Expert’s Opinion the In- 
jury to Wheat Is Underestimated. 

St. Pau, Minn., Aug. 25.—[{Special4@—A. 
C. Clausen, Chief Grain Inspector of Miune- 
sota, who has been handling grain in the 
Northwest for seventeen years, said tonight, 
speaking of the frosts: “I have noticed in 
preceding years that the actual damage by 
frost has always been much larger than first 
reports would indicate. We all know that to- 
day there are thousands of acres of wheat in 
Northern Minnesota and North Dakota that 
are still in the dough, and I believe that the 
damage by the frosts will be ten times as great 
as has been reported. 

Mason Crry, Ia., Aug. 25,—[Special. ]—The. 
frosts of the two preceding nights did no 
damage to corn. It is estimated that this 
crop will be beyond damage in three weeks. 
A warm rain is falling tonight. 

Buruineron, Ia., Aug. 25.—The most phe- 
nomenal cold wave known for years has been 
prevailing in Southeastern Iowa the last sev- 
eral days. The thermometer fell from 90° in 
the shade to 35° at night in twenty-four hours. 
Much apprehension was felt for the corn, but 
investigation proves that the crop is so far 
advanced as to be beyond the danger line. 
Indications now are that the crop will be 
enormous in this locality.

DECISION IN A CELEBRATED LAND CASE. 


Property in the Heart of St. Paul, Valued 
ata Half Million, Dispused Of. 

Sr. Pavi, Minn., Aug. 25.— [Special. |—Tall- 
madge Lambert, the young Washington City 
lawyer who fancied he owned land valued at 
half a million dollars in the heart of St. Paul, 
is tonight the worst disappointed man in Min- 
nesota. The Supreme Court this afternoon 
filed a decision awarding the property to 
Washington M. Stees. The case has been in 
the courts ten years, and was the most cele- 
brated land suitin the history of the State. 
The real-estate involved is 360 acres near Lake 
Phalen. The facts are interesting and un- 
usual. In 1849 Andrew Bell Patterson, an 
Episcopalian clergyman, came to St. Paul with 
a number of land warrants, which he gave to 
David Lambert to locate for him on govern- 
ment land. Lambert proceeded to locate the 
warrants in his own name and within a week 
thereafter died. The administratrix of his 
estate, his mother, petitioned the Probate 
Court and attempted to convey the land to 
Patterson, and never claimed it as a part of 
the estate of David Lambert. Some nineteen 
years ago the property came into the hands of 
Washington M, Stees, who hved on the land 
for more than nineteen years, when Tall- 
madge Lambert, a young Washington attor- 
ney. brought suit to rerover the property, 
claiming that the probate proceedings were 
void. The District Court so held. Stees ap- 
pealed to the Supreme Court, which has now 
reversed the decision of the lower court and 
holds that the testimony was sufficient to treat 
Lambert as a trustee for Stees without con- 
sidering the validity of the probate proceed- 
ings and that Stees is entitled to the property. 
The decision is final. 


MILLIONS OF FEET OF LUMBER STOLEN. 


Big Haul by Lumber-Thieves in Northern 
Minnesota—An Investigation. 

Dororn. Minn., Aug. 25.—Some time ago 
there was considerable stir over alleged steal- 
ing of American timber along the tributaries 
of the Rainy River south of the international 
boundary. The government sent up two in- 
vestigating expeditions along the Big and Lit- 
tle Fork Rivers to Rainy Lake and River. As 
a result of these expeditions it has now been 
decided by the Interior Department to estab- 
lish a permanent government post on Rainy 
River, and two officers of the department are 
now there to select a location and put up the 
needed buildings. The post will be located 
near Fort Francis, about 150 miles northwest 
of Duluth, and will be for the purpose of 
watching timber-stealers from the Canadian 
side, Fully 20,000,000 fect of timber are said 
to have been stolen here in the last three 
years. 

Asurtanp, Wis., Aug. 25.—Government of- 
ficials are after some one at the Fond du Lac 
agency in Minnesota. Over 10,000,000 feet of 
pine have been illegally cut there, and one of 
the Inspectors is said to have ordered arrests. 
Indian Agent Leahy has left for the purpose 
of makmg an investigation. The timber was 
cut on the reservation lands, not on those 
patented. The matter has been kept quiet.

Resolved, That it is the sense of this board that 
it is the duty pf this board under the law to assess 
all property assessable by this board in such 
manner that the same will be antered on the tax- 
list at its fair cash valne. | 

Judge Scott and Mr. Neff made points of - 
order that the resolution was not germane to 
that offered by Mr. Scott and therefore out of 
order. Mr. Collier, who presided, agreed 
with the gentleman and the discussion of the 
Scott resolution was begun. 

Inequality Alleged. 

Mr. Scharr was opposed to Judge Scott's 
resolution because he said the counties in his 
district were assessed at one-third, and the 
same view was virtually concurred in by Mr. 
Powers, who said it was not the time to vote 
intelligently on the question because com- 
mittees had been appointed to make investi- 
gations on the subject and their reports at a 
later time would shed a great deal of light 
on the proposition. Mr. Wiggestaff said that 
the value of the live stock, as shown by the 
returns and multiplied by three, would show 
the fallacy of the Scott proposition. 

Judge Scott spoke at some length in sup- 
port of his resolution, and said that personal 
property had been assessed very low. The 
average value of horses had been returned at 
$17.50, while hogs were returned at $1.25. 

After some little di ion between Judge 
Scott and Mr. Jones Mr. Glenn took the floor 
and offered an interesting series of figures 
showing a comparison of réturns as between 
Illinois and other States, He said among 
other things that there were $200,000,000 in 
Illinois returnable for taxes from banks and 
$100,000,000 held by outside parties, yet these 
moneys had been listed at $9,000,000, or about 
3 per cent of what they were. In Illinois the 
tax per capita was $8.07, in Pennsylvania 
$16.19, in Massachusetts $14.07, in New York 
$11.63, and in Missouri $5.09. In Ilunois the 
amount per capita of State and county taxes 
was $2.23, in Missouri $3.17, in Pennsylvania 
$4.52, and in New York $7.64.

It 
was learned from a well-known gambler late 
this,afternoon that Osborn was constantly 
addicted to faro and was as cool a loser as 
auy man that ever entered a faro den, losing 
$500 at a single bet with as little emotion as 
most men show at losing $10.

German Merchants Think the Country 
Should Make a Good Display. 
- - (/PROTAL CABLE.) 

Franxrort, Aug. 25.—The newspapers of 
this city are actively discussing the pros and 
cons of the vital question, shall merchants 
send exhibits to the Chicago Fair? The Frank- 
furter Zeitung points out that, though Ger- 
many was poorly represented at the Phila- 
delphia Exposition, having shown, the 
Zeitung asserts, only busts of the Emperor 
and Bismarck, yet since that time German 
exports to America have steadily increased 
until last year they amounted to over 400,000,- 
000 marks. This might be taken to indicate 
that the value of —— exhibits on such 
occasions is problematical. The McKinley bill, 
of course, modifies the situation. Still, it is 
necessary to remember that the Americans are 
not all protectionists, and already a contrary 
desire is manifesting itself in that country. 
Germany should neglect no opportunity to 
acquaint. Americans with the superiority 
of its manufactures in a number of 
lines. Prussia and South Germany seem 
to have takenaa attitude of enmity to the Fair. 

Nevertheless, signs can be observed 
daily of a more favorable tendency. One in- 
fluential journal expresses the belief that a 
treaty of com merte could be arranged be- 
tween Germany and the United States in the 
same way that such treaties have been effected 
between Brazil, Cuba, and the United States, 
and declares that German merchants were 
hard enough hit on account of their failure to 
be properly represented at the Paris Exposi- 
tion of 1878 and that of 1889 to have been 
taught the advisability of sending ample dis- 
plays to Chicago.

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A Panama dispatch of thé 15th inst. says 


that the Venezuelan Congress has decided 
finally that it will not consent to a reciprocity 
agreement. A ‘statement to the same effect 
was printed a montn ago and was contradict- 
ed soon after, it appearing that while the 
Congress had expressed ite fears as to the ef- 
fect of reciprocity on the revenues it had left 
the entire matter in the hands of the Presi- 
dent. It is quite possible, therefore, that in a 
day or two this latest dispatch will be contra- 
dicted. But if it is true, then after the ist of 
January the 57,000,000 pounds of Venezuelan 
éoffee will have to pay a duty of three cents a 
pound, That coffee does not form a part of 
the necessary supply of this country, which 

can get all it needs from Brazil and else- 

where, and hence will not be obliged to pay 
three cents extra for the Venezuelan berry. 
That country will either have to find another 
market for the $9,600,000 worth of coffee it has 
been sending here or offer it for alower price. 
After Jan. 1, too, the hides which Venezuela 
has been sending to the value uf $800,000 years 
ly will have to pay a duty of a cent and a half 
a pound. The United States can get else- 
where all the hides it needs, and the Venezue- 
lans must either pey that duty or,find another 
markét. It will not be long before they learn 
that it is much more expensive to reject reci- 
procity than to accept it, even though it pro- 
duced the effect on the revenues which their 
Congress foolishly seems to think it may. 


NO FREE COINAGE OF SILVER. 

In his speech of reply to Gov. Hill’s wel- 
come at Albany President Harrison effectually 
answered the Democratic Gaim that he is 
weakening in his views about free silver coin- 
age. He made the plain statement that he 
will be no party to a debasing of our money, 
expelling gold and substituting silver mono- 
metallism, as advocated by the Democrats of 
the West and South for demagogical and dis- 
honest reasons. His remarks on the subject 
are all the more significant as there was noth- 
ing in Gov. Hill’s address of welcome to draw 
them out. They were evidently chosen for 
the time and place, and well considered be- 
forehand. The President said: 

Iam one of those that believe that these men 
from your shops, these farmers, remote from mon- 
ey centers, bave the largest interest of all people 
in the world in having a dollar that is worth 100 
cents every day in the year, and only such. If by 
any chance we should fall into a condition where 
one dollar is not as good as another, I venture the 
assertion that that poorer dollar will do its first 
errand in paying some poor laborer for his work. 
Therefore, in the conduct of our public affairs, J 
feel pledged, for one, that all the influence of the 
government should be on the side of giving the 
people only good money, and just as much of that 
kind as we can get. 

The concluding sentence of the above quot- 
ed paragraph contains the word veto 
about as plainly as it could be written or 
spoken. It holds not a single grain of com- 
fort ior any of those who are in favor of 
cheating everybody who owns a credit in the 
shape of a deposit note or lien on property. 
Whether the would-be repudiators contem- 
plate the cheating of owners of money or 
creditsout of a quarter of their just dues by 
the adoption of free silver coinage, or a 
larger proportion by the issue of vast quan- 
tities of fiat currency, the assurance is equally 
emphatic. President Harrison will be no 
party to any of the nefarious schemes for 
lessening the purchasing power of the dollar, 
either by free silver coinage, the Subtreas- 
ury feature of the a platform, or 
any other measure that may be proposed for 
lessening the value of the money now in hand. 
He is determined that all the new dollars, 
whether paper or coin, issued by the general 
government shall be as good as. every other 
dollar now in existence, and he feels pledged 
that all the influence of the government shall 
be on the side of giving the people only such 
good money. In the same speech the Presi- 
dent also cited the example of one of the 
great South American countries (Argen- 
tina), as au example of the distressed and 
hopeless condition into which all business en- 
terprises fall when a nation issues an irre- 
deemable or depreciated currency. 

This ie the plain issue before the people. 
The Democrats will gain nothing by coddling 
dishonesty in finance, either as a matter of 
partial or complete repudiation of financial 
indebtedness. It only remains for the Repub- 
licans to argue the question on the lines indi- 
cated by President Harrison and lay bare be- 
fore the people the enormity of the Democrat- 
ic proposition for the free coinage of silver. 
Their side of the argument is enormously 
stronger and better than that espoused by the 
Democrats, and they only need to state the case 
plainly and persistently to show the people 
what a yawning gulf they will fall into if they 
vote a majority for Democratic men and 
measures at the next national election. It 
would mean silver monometallism, out of 
which we could only rise by a convulsive ef 
fort involving immense loss to the people in- 
dividually and collectively and pressing most 
cruelly upon the more provident among the 
working classes, who comprise the great mass 
of voters in the United States.

July of next year. That with Santo Domingo 
is but just made. Agreements are being 
made with other countries, but they have not 
been promulgated yet. 

Secondly,as has been stated often, in order to 
give full effect to the new policy the steam- 
ship. navigation between the United States 
and the countries to the South of it must be 
improved, There must be something more 
than a few tramp steamers before American 
products will begin to seek in largely in- 
creased quantities the new markets which 
have been opened to them. Provision was 
made by the last Congress for the creation of 
American steamship lines running regularly 
to Latin-American ports. This work cannot 
be done in a day, but it will not be long be- 
fore the new steamers will be ready to receive 
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That of other articles has. 


Therefore when Democrats profess to won- 
der at “the slow workings of reciprocity” 
they are actuated by partisan rancor and 
meanness.

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GOLDWIN SMITH AND THE JEWS. 

The recent article by Goldwin Smith upon 
the Jewish question, in which he took a de- 
cidedly Russian view of the controversy, and 
which already has appeared in Taz Tarsvunez, 
has been answered most trenchantly in the 
North American Review for September by 
Isaac Besht Bendavid, whose name sufficiently 
reveals his nationality. It adds to the im- 
pressiveness of the article that it is written 
with admirable good temper and in a clear 
and broadly cosmopolitan style. 

Mr. Bendavid takes special issue with Gold- 
win Smith’s assumption that the persecu- 
tion of the Jews is not on account of 
their peculiar religious faith, as is gener- 
ally believed, but because they refuse every- 
where to live the life of the country in 
which they dwell or to support themselves and 
their families by productive industries, and with 
the conclusion he draws from this—namely: 
“The explanation of the whole trouble and of 
all the calamities and horrors attendmg it is 
that the Jews are, to adopt the phrase bor- 
rowed by Vice-Consul Wagstaff from natural 
history, a parasitic race, Detached from their 
own. country, they insert themselves for the 
purpose of gain into the homes of other na- 
tions, while they retain a marked and repel- 
lent nationality of their own.” It is to Mr. 
Smith’s view of the Jews as.a parasite that his 
critic mainly opposes a strong historical argu- 
ment. 

In sustaining his argument Mr. Bendavid 
brings forward in profuse and eloquent array 
the illustrations and testimony of history. In 
Germany he calls to witness Frederick the 
Great, who was no lover of the Jews, and yet 
laid down the axiom that to oppress the 
Jews has never brought prosperity to any gov- 
ernment,” because he found them everywhere 
increasing the national wealth. Of the Jew in 
Spain he says: 

Had the Jews eaten out the core of the na- 
tionalit; of Spain when, twenty years after the 
conquest of England by William the Norman, 
they drove the Moors forth from the city of gen- 
erations,” the Jerusalem of the West, and estab- 
Ashed the throne of Alonzo el Emperador? Where 
had been the deathless glory of the Cid, Rodrigo 
de Bivar, the Campeador of Spain and the bul- 
wark of Europe, but for the Jews of Toledo? 
What Spaniards aid Spain better service in that 
marvelous twelfth century than the Spanish 
Jews who laid the pavements of La Blanca in soil 
brought from Mount Zion, and who framed of 
cedarwood from Lebanon that lofty and noble 
ceiling which still delights the artist and 
the architect, though ages have passed 
since the brave and loyal heirs of the builders 
were hounded to destruction by the savage Vin- 
cente Ferrer, in order that the mob might pillage 
their homnes—even as Pedro the Cruel before them 
had plundered the treasury of his wisest coun- 
cilor and tortured to death the faithful servant 
he had robbed? Does not Mr. Goldwin Smith 
know that to this day, in Servia, in Macedonia, in 
Roumania, in Bulgaria, the descendants of the 
exiled Jews of Spain, driven forth from the land 
they had done bo much to redeem and enrich. 
still proudly call themselves Spaniards; still pre- 
serve the speech of Spain; still cherish in their 
Eastern homes the memories of a heroic past in 
Western Europe? Does he not know that the He- 
brew newspaper which represents the ideas and 
the interests of the Hebrew race at Salonica bears 
the Spanish name of the Epoca? 

Of the Jew in England he says that it was 
not until 1829 that the loyalty of the Hebrew 
exiles to Spain could be shaken by such men 
as Montefiore and Rothschild, who were 
anxious to see English patriotism encouraged 
among the Hebrew residents of England by a 
complete identification of the Jew in all his 
social ana political rights with the Protestant 
and the Roman Catholic subjects of the Brit- 
ish crown, and that the English Jews con- 
sented to use the English language in their 
synagogues long before they were granted 
full rights of citizenship. As to the Jew in 
America Mr. Bendavid’s argument has special 
local interest. In answer to Goldwin Smith’s 
sneer that, while the leaders of the Soutnern 
Confederacy stood by their wrecked cause, 
Judah Benjamin “went off to pastures new,” 
he replies that Bénjamin was the companion 
of Jefferson Davis on his Southern hegira, 
and that it was not until his Louisiana home

Bendavid's article is his theory as to the real 
motive at the bottom of the persecution. 
From hig standpoint it is not because the Jew 
is a parasite that he is persecuted, or because 
he does not engage in productive industries, 
or- because he refuses to live the life of the 
Russian in Russia, but because it 1s the desire 
ofthe Pan-Slavist leaders to expel all non- 
Slavonic elements from Russia. The Jews 
are willing to become Russians, but they can- 
not be amalgamated into Slavs. Their re- 
moval in 1891, he affirms, is a blow aimed at 
Germany, as most of the Jews in Western 
Russia are of German origin and maintain 
close business relations with the Jews in Ger- 
many, and are thus strengthening and re- 
enforcing the German element in Russia 
whieh the Pan-Slavists are determined to 
stamp out. Whatever may be thought of this 
theory it certainly is an imgenious one and 
contains many elements of probability. 

There are many other portions of Goldwin 
Smith’» article which are answered by his 
Jewish critic, but those which we have cited 
are among the most interesting. Those who 
are at all concerned in the discussion of this 
question should not neglect the opportunity 
to give Kendavid’s reply a caretul reading. It 
is aclear, Gareful, and thoughtful presenta- 
tion ot the Jewish side and contains much in- 
teresting historical information.

HE TRAVELED 500 MILES ON FOOT. 


The Big Walk of William Story, 77 Years 
Old—A Sad Tale. 

Travel-stained dnd dusty, leaning upon an 
oaken staff and carrying a carpeteack in his 
hand, William Story walked into the Harri- 
son Street Station last night and asked for 
lodging. The snows of seventy-seven winters 
had silvered his locks, but time had not en- 
tirely dimmed the luster of his eyes nor badly 
warped his rugged frame. Although he had 
just completed a 500 mile walk his step was 
still elastic and firm. 

Mr. Story’s narrative is of more than pass- 
ing interest. He was born in Stowe, Vt. 
W 28 he left the Green Mountain State to 
cast his fortunes with those of his brother 
Amos, who had preceded him a year before, 
and had settled on a farm near Sycamore, 
De Kalb County, this State. 

“It was fifty-four years ago, said Mr. 
mente, “when I first set foot in the then Vil- 
lage of Chi At that time there were not 
more than a dozen buildings here. Where [ 
am now r tying was a wilderness, and the land 
could for the asking. I joined my 
brother at Syc&more and remained there two 
years. I had bought a horse and saddle that 
were stolen and taken to Iowa. I followed to 
Iowa, where I was taken siek. I then went 
to Missouri, and from there to Arkansas. In 
1849 I was struck with the gold fever and 
joined the throng on the way to California. I 
remained there until the 13th of last September. 
During my sojourn in California I worked at 
nfining, millwrighting, carpenter work. and 
farming. Three years — wy Srna who at 
that time was living in North Lawrence, N. X., 
died at the age of 94. It was some time be- 
fore I learned of his death, and was then in- 
formed that he had left property valued at 
$20,000. Last September I determined to visit 
New York State and see if some provision had 
not oo ene Noam me in _ father’s will. I 
scra together enough money to pay m 
fare to North Lawrence and started os — 
journey. When I arrived at my destination 
found my brother Levi in possession of all of 
my father’s prope 6 

June 17 last I determined to make my 
way to Sycamore in this State. My brother 
Amos is dead, but his widow still lives upon 
the old farm and is in comfortable ciroum- 
stances and will be glad to ove — th a home. 
I only had a few K. ha and my brother Levi 
refused to give me even a dollar. I didn’t 
have money enough to pay my car fare and 
buy oe to eat, so I was forced to walk 
or ‘starve. have walked nearly all of the 
distance, — a short ride occasionaliy. 
Most of the time I lived upon crackers rather 
than ask strangers for assistance. I am now 
only about sixty miles from rest and home, 
and I tell you my heart just leaps for joy when 
I think of the time when I can rest in peace 
with those who will not begrudge me what lit- 
tle I eat and a place of shelter.

As to the proposed strike, of cabinetmakers 
Sept. 1 for an eight-hour working-day and the 
abolition of piece-work a leading manufac lur- 
er said yesterday: “I believe they will lose 
the strike.

Justice Miller of Lake Bluff held a special 
sessioh of his court and heard the case of the 
six young people of Lake Bluff who had been 
arrested on a charge of burglary, the com- 
plainante being the trustees of the Rockland 
School, a mile west of the camp grounds, 
Monday evening at 6 o’clock. 

In looking after amusement the young peo- 
ple broke into the schoolhouse, and, according 
to the complaint, defaced and otherwise dam- 
aged the desks and furniture and carried off 
one water pail and one dipper. 

The case had been set for terday morn- 
ing but by agreement of all parties it was 
held at 6 o’clock ‘Monday evening. Justice 
Miller had hard work to preserve order in his 
usually quiet eourt- room. The parents of the 
youthful offenders were highly indignant that 
their hopefuls should have n treated to the 
indignity of an arrest, and were not slow tu 
express their opinion of the trustees. Mr. 
Wood of Wood Brothers, the Stock-Yards firm, 
became so excited over the mention of his 
12-year-old daughter’s name in the complaint, 
when she h not been within a mile 
of the schoolhouse, that he openly threatened 
to “kick the trustees in the ribs, and in re- 
turn was threatened with punishment for con- 
tempt of court by the Justice. He then an- 
nounced his détermination to retain A. S. 
Trude in the cas@and bring suit against the 
trustees for libel ahd malicious prosecution.

The Rev. Dr. Karr-Churchill of England 
says the hundreds of missionaries who for 
years have been doing good work in Algiers 
and Morocco have been’ driven out of the 
country by millions of locusts, which at pres- 
ent are devastating that part of Africa. 

“The exit of the missionaries and other 
whites from China was not half so rapid as 
was our escape from the interior, said Dr. 
Karr-Churchill while at the Palmer House 
yesterday. The doctor, five weexs ago, wason 
the coast of Morocco. having fied from the 
southern part of the Moorish possessions on 
account of this plague of locusts, and, not be- 
ing able to attend to his religious work abroad, 
took advantage of the opportunity to come to 
America. ' 

All the whites, and natives too, were com- 
pelled to flee on account of the pest,” con- 
tinued the missionary. “The locusts passed 
through the southern part, of Algiers and 
Morocco in a drove of many millions, and the 
country was stripped of every piece of vegeta- 
tion. e insects didn’t travel fast. They 
remained long enough in some places to die 
by the thousands, and the atmosphere where [ 
was and at Salee was polluted with the stench 
from the dead insects.. A famine naturally 
followed the presence of the locusts, and a 
fever brought on by the foul air - broke out 
among the natives, and they commenced. to 
die by the dozen. A panic was the result, and 
great haste was made to reach the coast. 

„All sorts of stories were told about the 
ravenous appetites ot the big insects, ons 
being to the effect that an _ entire 
had been eaten alive by the 
locusts. I think that tale was somewhat 
stretched, but I know of an instance where a 
child died and its body was frightfully mu- 
tilated. The body was left in a room one 
night and the window being open the locusts 
succeeded in reaching the corpse. 

“The Moorish Government is fully alive to 
the condition of affairs, and is taking care of 
the poor folks ¢ompelied to leave their homes. 
The government officials have also notified the 
English authorities of the plague, and all mis- 
sionaries have been requested to withdraw 
from the interior because of the danger to 
their lives. 

The locusts also attacked the stock and 
the natives were compelled to bring their horses 
and mules with them to the coast or away 
from the infested district. The insects were 
so ravenous that they would attack a horse, 
sheep, or mule, always beginning on them 
near the eyes. They would eat anything they 
could carpets being no exception. The 
only ening er would not devour was them- 
selves. ‘The plague is over by this time I 
guess, or nearly so, and the natives are prob- 
ably returning to their devastated homes.”

Important changes in the construction of 
the Manufacturers’ Building were recom- 
mended to the Committee on Grounds and 
Buildings yesterday by Chief of Construction 
Burnham. The changes recommended grew 
out of the conference held yesterday morning 
between Mr. Burnham, Director-General 
Davis, Mr. De Young, and Chief Allison of 
the Department of Manufactures, and if 
adopted, whieh seems probable, the Manu- 
facturers’ Building will far exceed in exhibit 
space and beauty any building of a similar 
character at previous World’s Fairs. 

The changes proposed are that the Music 
Hall and the Shoe and Leather Building be 
taken out of the interior courts; that the dome 
in the center of the building be done away 
with, and that the entire space thus liberated 
be covered under one roof, which will make 
an unbroken span through the center of the 
building 388 feet wide and 1,400 feet long. In 
the center of the span running north and 
south it is proposed there shall be an avenue 
50 feet wide, to be called Columbia avenue. 
Another walk, 50 feet wide, will cross this at 
right angles running) from one side to the 
other of the building.

Work of the Infantry Kegiment. 

The Eighty-second Infantry, called the Sec- 
giment in honor of Frederick 
Hecker, its first Colonel, was almost exclusive- 
ly composed of German members, and was a 
Chicago organization. Company C, the Con- 
cordia Guards, was I¢raelitish, the Israelites 
of Chicago collecting within three days $10,000 
for its benefit. Company I was composed of 
Scandinavians. This regiment was organizéd 
at Camp Butler Sept. 26, 1862, and was mus- 
{ered into service at the same place Oct. 23. 
Nov. 3 the regiment, 1.000 strong, left 
Camp Butler, joining Gen. Franz Sigel’s 
corps Nov. 9 at Arlington Heights. Dec. 11 
it moved to Stafford Court-House, where it 
was assigned to the First Brigade, Third Di- 
vision, Eleventh Army Corps, and with that 
command went into camp at Aquia Creek, 
Va., where it remained until Jan. 20, 1863, 
when a forward movement was ordered, but 
abandoned Jan. 23 owing to the impassable 
condition of the roads. In this movement, 
known as the mud campaign, the Eighty- 
second participated, advancing to Hartford 
Church, where it 2 until Feb. 6, and 
then returned to Stafford Court-House. With 
Howard’s command the Eighty-second moved 
toward Chancellorsville. It continued in active 
service until May 4, when the regiment re- 
turned to itsold camp at Stafford Court- 
House, where it remained until June 12, when 
it moved on the Gettysburg campaign. Be- 
fore N Gettysburg Gen. Reynolds had 
been killed, but his brave and sorely-p 
troops still held the position near the Semi- 
nary above the town. At noon Gen. Howard 
arrived and assumed command of the troops, 
the immediate command of the Eleventh 
Corps devolving on Cari Schurz. This corps 
was thrown into position to the right of the 
First and received soon after the weight of 
Ewell’s fresh troops, which forced it back to 
the Village of Gettysburg, where the offi- 
cers, to save their men from the 
terrible fire through the main streets. 
attempted to march them diagonally 
across the town. This movement resulted in 
confusion, which led toa panic. During the 
three days’ struggle the regiment conducted 
itself in such a manner that it was compli- 
mented for its bravery and efficiency by Gens.

The Eighty-second joined in the pursuit of 
Lee which followed aud Sept. 25 marched on 
Manassas Junction en route for Tennessee. 
During the fall it scouted the mountain and 
Nov. 22 joined Grant’s forces at Chattanooga, 
participating in the assault on Orchard Knob 
the following day. 

In the reorganization of the army by Sher- 
man for the Atlanta campaign the Eleventh 
and Twelfth corps were consolidated as the 
Twentieth corps, under command of “Joe” 
Hooker. The regiment left Whiteside May 3, 
1864, and marching and fighting with Sher- 
man’s little army entered and occupied At- 
lanta Sept. 2.

Any one Who Wishes to Erect a Tower 
Must Have Financial Backing. 
People with schemes for the World’s Fair 


/out no money to back them are wasting their 


time in forwarding their projects to the Ex- 
position management. The Committee on 
Ways and Means sat down on a host of 
enthusiasts yesterday when it passed the fol- 
lowing resolution: 

Resolved, That no application for concessions 
or privileges be entertained unless accompanied 
by a guarantee from responsible parties that ap- 
plicants can and will carry out what they propose 
in such applications, a 

By this resolution M. Eiffel was knocked 
out in reference to the tower proposition 
which was received from him Monday. M. 
Eiffel, although ready to build a tower, will 
not do so except at the expense of the Exposi- 
tion or some other company. It did not take 
the committee long to discover yesterday that 
M. Eiffel proposed merely to act in the capac- 
ity of an engineer and contractor. He guar- 
anteed no funds, and when the committee 
learned this it passed the foregoing resolution, 
dropping M. Eiffel's scheme. If he wishes to 
build a tower and pay for it himself, as other 
bidders have been asked to do, he will receive 
further consideration. 

After dropping the Eiffel proposition the 
committee listened to a verbal one to build a 
tower by Chicagoans. The backers of this 

roposition are understood to be William 

ale of the Hale Elevator company and E. F. 
Cragin. Mr. Cragin did the talking yester- 
day, and the committee asked him to submit 
a written proposition for its consideration. 
Mr. Cragia said, among other things, that the 
company he represented stood willing to 
build a tower about 1,100 feet high, and esti- 
mated that it would cost nearly $2,000,000. 

Mr. Hale was one of the backers of the 
Columbian Tower company, of which D. R. 
Proctor was the original moving spirit. Mr. 
Proctor’s ‘plans, however, were thrown aside, 
and others substituted. company was 
granted space in the Midway Plaisance, but, it 
is claimed, never satisfied the Exposition 
management that it had raised sufficient 
funds. The next step by the company was to 
employ Engineer Morrison to present another 
set of plans, and some weeks ago Mr. Morrison 
was sent by Hale to Paris to study the plans 
of the Eiffel tower. |

CO-EDUCATION’S BOOM IN ROCHESTER. 


Susan B. Anthony Heads a Movement to 


Establish a College for Both Sexes. 

Rocusstser; N. I., Aug. 25.—([Special.]— 
A project is on foot in this city to establish a 
university open to members of both sexes. 
Susan B. Anthony, the famous woman suf- 
fragist and leader in this movement, is confi- 
dent that the plan will be successfu'ly carried 
out. All efforts to induce the trustees of the 
University of Rochester to make that institu- 
tion co-educational have failed and the women 
of Rochester have taken the matter entirely 
into their hands. At the annual menting of 
the University of Rochester trustees last June 
all the women’s clubs of the city presented a 
petition asking for co-education in the institu- 
tion. The trustees declined the request on the 
plea that the expense would be too great. 

Then the women asked for an estimate of 
the expense and offered to raise the rage nt 
Thus cornered the trustees, who were rad- 
ically opposed to co-education, ored this 
query and there the matter res But the 
women of the city did not lose their enthusi- 
asm at this rebuff, but immediately began to 
devise other pians. Although the scheme is 
as yet in an embryonic state the indications 
are that a coeducational university will be es- 
tablished in this city. é

SCALPERS GET ALL THE BUSINESS. 


The Only Apparent Result of the Scheme 
to Run Harvest Excursions, | 

The first. of the three harvest excursions 
from Chicago to points West and Northwest 
was run yesterday.

Mrxwearoris, Minn., Aug. .—[ Special. 
The Order of the Sons of Veterans will begin 
a new era of prosperity as a result of the tenth 
annual encampment now in session. The 
revision of the constitution of the order, which 


amounts to a revolution, will, it is confidently 


expected, launch the order on its new career. 
The report of the committee, which has so 
long labored on these fundamental changes, 
was presented late this afternoon. Its main 
features are briefly as follows: The abolition 
of all official military titles; theestablishment 
of a military rank within the order; 


the military order itself to be semi-tilitary; . 


the Grand Commandery to authorize the 
Commander-in-Chief to appoint a command- 
antand a committee of five members, who 
shall be deemed a Committee on Military 
Rank, who shall report at the next meeting 
plans for the same. Past officers to retain 
their honors but not their titles. All decora- 
tions to be worn in accordance with the regu- 
lations of the United States army. The cor- 
rection and revision of the entire constitution 
of the order, This special committee has 
been laboring assiduously for the last week. 
It consists of Judge Hatch of Elmira, N. Y., 
Chairman; O. B. Brown of Dayton, O., 
and Joseph MacCabe of Boston, and was ap- 
pointed some months ago to revise the consti- 
tution, weed out its weak features, and re- 
move all inconsistencies. It was the general- 
ly accepted belief that the multiplicity of mili- 
tary titles was a source of inherent weakness 
to the order. Many men eligible to mem ber- 
ship were deterred from joining the Sons of 
Veterans because for one reason or another 
they were notin sympathy with the military 
basis of the constitution. As it stands atter 
revision the military is separated en- 
tirely from the civic feature of the order 
and made subordinate thereto, The titles of 
“captain,” “colonel,” general, etc., 

be forced to beat a double time retreat. For 
example: A general becomes a command- 
er-in-chief without rank. A “colonel,” with 
the adoption of the new constitution, will be 
shorn of his military title and will become a 
division commander. A Captain becomes a 
camp commander. ete. In a general way it 
may be said that the military — of Sons 
of Veterans will be to the entire order as the 
Knights Templar are to Masonry. 


The Military Branch. 


The establishment of a military rank within 
the order makes the order itself semi-military. 
It is not yo canary 4 for a man to embrace 
the military features, for he can be a member 
of the Sons of Veterans in good standing 
without identifying himself with its mili- 
* features. Meanwhile the report 

the Committee on Constitution will 
Scena that the Grand Commandery 
authorize the Commander-in-Chief to appoint 
a commandant and a committee of five, which 
shall be termed the Committee on Military 
Rank. This committee will report at the next 
encampment plans for the creation of this 
military rank, and in the meantime will have 
charge and be authorized to organize military 
companies subject to the orders of the Com- 
mander-in-Chief.

The first thing of importance at the morn- 
ing session was the report of the special com- 
mittee on the ritualistic work of the order. 
This committee’s work has been looked upon 
as the most important of all the work of the 
encampment. The committee set forth at the 
outset in their report that they were convinced 
that only a complete reorganization of 
fundamental and organic laws of the order 
would make such radical changes of ritualist- 
ic work possible as seemed generally to be de- 
manded. The work of the special committee 
resulted in the following decisions: 

1. That no ritual work should be prepared for 
the military rank in conjunction with the other 
two, agit was thought necessary to plan for it an 
entirely independent organisation which would 
not require a separate ritual. 

2. That the order at large should remain semi- 
military instead of being made strictly civil. 

. That the organisation of more than one de- 
Bw was both unnecessary and undesirable. 

The committee then presented a resolution 
instructing the Committee on Revision of the 
Ritual to prepare a new edition of the same 
conforming to the above points for early dis- 
tribution, to be submitted for practical trial 
during the coming year, all suggested amend- 
ments and substitutions to be turned into 
headquarters on or before May 1, 1892, so_that 
final report may be rendered in perfected 
form at the next annual encampment.
